Foreign Ministry Protests Alleged Spanish Role

ternational observers on the results of the 17 September 
municipal elections. 


At an audience held at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
the fore.gn minister, assisted by the minister delegate of 
the ministry, received the Spanish ambassador accom- 
panied by his counselor, and handed over Equatorial 
Government’s protest note on the Spanish Embassy’s at- 
tempts to destabilize the country’s political transitional 
process by publishing unofficial election results with a 
partisan bent, which declared the radical opposition vic- 
torious in the mu..icipal elections in the early hours of 
18 September, a day after the elections, and long before 
the final results could be obtained. 


The Ministry of Foreign Affairs and Cooperation, in its 
diplomatic note handed over to the Spanish ambassador 
in Malabo, expressed its dissatisfaction with the activi- 
ties of the Spanish Embassy during the municipal elec- 
tions, which were aimed at preventing smooth elections. 
According to the note, the embassy deployed its func- 
tionaries in various parts of the country as accredited 
election observers to dedicate themselves to fabricating 
results with the clear determination of creating a cli- 
mate of confrontation between the government and the 
opposition, should the legitimate results of the National 
Electoral Commission not tally with the results fabri- 
cated by the Spanish Embassy’s functionaries. 


In accordance with this partisan bent, the diplomatic 
note adds: The Spanish Embassy extended its maneu- 
vers and manipulations, [word indistinct] international 
observers by blocking information [words indistinct]. 
According to the Foreign Ministry, the Spanish Em- 
bassy has since 18 September served as a source of 
information for meetings and contacts between the op- 
position and Spanish diplomatic circles to decide the 
postelectoral strategy to adopt if the results fabricated 
in the Spanish Embassy do not tally with those of the 
National Electoral Commission. 


The Foreign Ministry, in its diplornatic note, reminded 
the Spanish Embassy of UN Resolution 46/130/2 of 
March [year indistinct], which states that the principle of 
national sovereignty and noninterference in the internal 
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affairs of other states must be strictly respected during 
elections. 


The Foreign Ministry reaffirmed the government’s de- 
termination to obey the people’s verdict, respecting each 
candidates’ legitimate results that will be duly confirmed 
by the relevant electoral body, and expressed its indig- 
nation at the maneuvers, and the confusion caused by 
the Spanish Embassy through the publication of its re- 
sults and, consequently, held the Spanish Embassy re- 
sponsible for all the consequences stemming from such 
a publication, such as the acts of violence being per- 
petrated by individuals and groups, and the consequent 
reaction of the national security forces to defend order, 
peace, and Republican legality in Equatorial Guinea. 


President Says Fake Results in Circulation

Guinea is furious. Teodoro Obiang Nguema Mbasogo is 
accusing the opposition and some diplomatic missions 
of circulating fake results of the municipal elections 
held on 17 September. The Equatorial Guinean head 
of state warned against the risks of abuses that such 
acts could entail. In :.n address to the nation yesterday, 
President Teodoro Obiang Nguema Mbasogo said he 
will not tolerate violence or human rights abuses, and 
that the government will be forced to take measures to 
guarantee law and order in the country. 


Incidentally, the Electoral Commission has not released 
any official results so far. According to the commis- 
sion’s estimates, however, the ruling Democratic Party 
of Equatorial Guinea [PDGE] won 18 out of the coun- 
try’s 27 municipalities with the remaining nine going 
to the opposition. These results are, however, contra- 
dicted by the detailed breakdown of votes compiled by 
upcountry supporters of the Libreville-based opposition. 


According to their breakdown, supported by information 
provided by international observers, the opposition 
parties under the Joint Opposition Platform won 59 
percent of the votes cast nationwide. The PDGE which 
won only 19 percent was incapable of controlling a 
single municipality, not even that of Mongomo from 
where President Teodoro Obiang Nguema hails. 


It may be noted that only the Electoral Commission is 
empowered to release election results. President Obiang 
Nguema warned against, quote, provocative attitudes 
adopted by internal and external enemies who have 
never stood for our country’s progress, unquote.

In a communique published today, the POC, which has 
obtained an absolute majority in Guinea’s main mu-

Tie Communique regrets that Obiang “is still intent on 
meddling in political matters at a lower level than that 
appropriate to his status as an arbiter and moderator of 
the democratization process."

delegation at the meeting, and the Zairian deputy prime 
minister and minister of foreign affairs, Mr. Gerard 
Kamanda wa Kamanda, reiterated the commitments 
they had given to Mrs. Sadako Ogata, the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees, during the latter’s trip in

the Great Lakes Region from 31 August to 7 September, 
a trip aimed at creating conditions favorable for the 
repatriation of the refugees. 


According to the joint communique, the Rwandan Gov- 
ernment pledges: to continue to put in place a plan of 
action for the reception and reintegration of returnees in 
the spirit and on the basis of the 4 August 1993 Arusha 
Agreements; to reinforce refugee reception structures by 
facilitating and speeding up repatriation, administrative 
and customs procedures, including the extension of re- 
ception facilities; to strengthen measures likely to im- 
prove the security and protection of returnees; and to 
continue to control, with the UNHCR and other compe- 
tent bodies in Rwanda, security in the zones to which 
the refugees are going. 


The Rwandan Government also pledges, in collabora- 
tion with the UNHCR, to step up information campaigns 
in the refugees’ home communes on security conditions 
and any other matters of interest to refugees, notably 
cross-border visits. 


The government of the Republic of Zaire, for its part, 
pledges: to take measures aimed at ending all forms 
of intimidation which prevent refugees from showing 
their desire to return home or exercising that right; 
and to continue and facilitate information campaigns 
promoting repatriation in refugee camps. 


Finally, the UNHCR commits itself to lobbying the in- 
ternational community so that it supports the implemen- 
tation of measures related to refugee repatriation, and 
puts at the disposal of the Rwandan and Zairian sides, 
to the best of the available funds, the logistical means 
and necessary assistance for the successful completion 
of an organized and accelerated refugee repatriation op- 
eration. 
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The participants at the Geneva tripartite meeting agreed 
to convene the subcommission in charge of repatriation 
as stipulated by the 24 October 1994 tripartite agree- 
ment. The subcommission will thus be convened in 
Gisenyi in northwest Rwanda between 10 and 15 Octo- 
ber 1995. Another follow-up and evaluation session of 
the tripartite commission at ministerial level will take 
place in Geneva or Zaire by the end of October 1995.

Mazimpaka said refugees had already started returning 
in significant numbers from Burundi and that there was a

By a show of hands, wananchi [citizens] at the rally 
supported President Moi in the total rejection of this 
immoral culture. However, President Moi said that the 
government will continue to help women in Kenya in 
their earnest endeavors, which were aimed at uplifting 
their standards of living and other genuine aspirations. 


On street boys, President Moi said people should refrain 
from using the term street boys, and instead call them 
youths in need of help. He said all youths, be they in the 
streets or anywhere else in the country, were in need of 
assistance and guidance. The president said such youths 
should be assisted to look for ways through which they 
can generate income, so as to fend for themselves, as 
jobs were scarce. 
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On the political scenario, the president called on mem- 
bers of the opposition and KANU [Kenya African Na- 
tional Union] to place the interests of the wananchi first 
and foremost, and should realize that in doing so they 
would be serving Kenya as a nation and motherland. 


President Moi reiterated that tribal affiliations and self- 
centerdness, coupled with greed for power, would only 
tear the nation apart. The president said it was only 
through having one political voice that they could 
promote better understanding among one another. The 
president therefore called on Kenyans to shun tribalism, 
adding that it had destroyed many countries in the 
continent. President Moi, at the same time, called on 
members of the opposition to enlighten the wananchi 
on the economic and social hardships the country is 
experiencing as a result of the Structural Adjustment 
Program, SAP. 


Presideit Moi expressed dismay that the opposition had 
remained silent and left the burden of explaining the 
hard realities of implementing the SAP. President Moi 
cited as an example the liberalization of maize whereby, 
in the final analysis, it was the farmer who suffered 
financial constraints. President Moi advised farmers 
to put up storage facilities where they can keep the 
corn and only sell it when the prices were favourable. 
He further advised them to leave their maize in the 
fields until it dried up properly to ensure good quality. 
President Moi observed that trans nzoia was a district 
with a fast-growing population, but unfortunately the 
local leaders were not planning ahead for essential 
amenities such as schools for the benefit of the present 
and future generations. 


President Moi said there were 282 primary schools in 
the district, with a total student population of 114,000; 
and only 35 secondary schools, with 6,612 students 
The president called on wananchi to use fora such as 
the district development committees with the available 
funds to plan ahead for their areas. 


Saying that development is people, the president said 
it was sad for some opposition members to turn a 
blind eye to the realities of life, adding that some 
even go further to obstruct development projects. The 
Opposition, the president said, had even gone out of 
its way to try and block aid to Kenya. President Moi 
reminded wananchi that there was no free aid to Kenya, 
adding that the so-called donor funds were repaid. The 
president said no one can claim credit for Kenya's 
success in development, and called on Kenyans to thank 
God for his blessings to the country. 


On security, the president instructed the Rift Valley 
provincial commissioner and the area district commis- 
sioner to intensify security at border areas of the district 
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to curb acts of thuggery. The president asked wananchi 
to be vigilant and report to authorities anybody found

Abdi in Mogadishu, the Somali capital, is a free 
man again. He was picked up by armed men in the 
south of the city more than three weeks ago. Days 
later, faction leader General Farah Aidid announced 
that Ali Musa had been arrested and would face trial 
for somewhat vague crimes against Gen. Aidid’s self- 
declared government. Ali Musa had literally gone over 
the wall. He faxed us this account of his bid for freedom: 


I escaped from Gen. Aidid’s south Mogadishu detention 
facility at about half past five this morning after jumping 
over a wall. I decided to escape when it became clear 
that I would remain a prisoner for the foreseeable future. 
My chance to make a break came when I was on my 
toilet break. One of the guards jumped over the wall 
with me and we were then lent a car and made our way 
to north Mogadishu without any trouble. 
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During my imprisonment, conditions were poor. The 
first nine days of captivity were spent handcuffed 
and blindfolded in a darkened room close to Gen. 
Aidid’s radio station. I'm healthy and tired after my 
Captivity and except for injuries to my hands caused 
by the handcuffs. My left thumb and index fine 
do not function properly. During detention ° .ust a 
considerable amount of weight. Wher .. | went to the 
lavatory I was blindfolded and for: -d to use the same 
container for drinking from and for use as a toilet when 
locked in my room. 


When my captors questioned me they asked ab~ . what 
they believe to be the relaionsh’ » between “’.. BBC and 
the CIA. They asked why We verners »te Gen. Aidid 
and what my relationship was with factions Oppusce w 
Gen. Aidid. I was accused 6 campaigning against the 
recognition of Aidid’s govern nent and reporting things 
which are national secrets or spying for the internaticaal 
community. I am not opposed to Gen. Aidid but felt I 
had to escape to ensure my basic human rights. I want 
to carry on doing my job reporting factually and I’m 
grateful for those who sent appeals for my release.

General, you’re not only a spy 
master; you were an active spy for many years, in fact 
since the age of 24, if I remember correctly, when you 
were at The Columbia Journalism School in New York. 


[Kalugen] That’s correct. 


[Du Preez] Is this life of cloak and dagger, the life of a 
Spy, is it really as interesting and fascinating as le Carre 
wants us to know? Does it change your personality over 
the years? 


[Kalugen} I think this whole occupation — as they 
call it, the second oldest profession — is very exciting 
once you have motivations, motivations based on your 
profound faith in something which you think is right. 
And once you have this goal in your life, you'll do well 
in intelligence or any other job. You feel really useful, 
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wanted by your society, by your people, and that’s the 
way I felt in my time. 


(Du Preez] Your first agent you recruited, you tell the 
story in your very interesting book, was United States 
rocket fuel scientist with the code name of Cook. Tell 
us that story — and it came back to haunt you many 
years later. 


[Kalugen] Well, this guy was a typical case of a 
recrvitment based on ideological closeness. The man 
was of Russian origin. He fled to the United States after 
World War II with German troops recruiting from [word 
indistinct]. He was young at that time; he settled in 
America, got education, trained, and became an engineer 
in a major military chemical company which produced 
fuel for missiles, at that time at the height of space 
rivalry between the United States and the Soviet Union. 


This was of extreme importance to gain information on 
technology and actual samples, and that’s what I got 
from him. But my approach to him was based on his 
criticism of the Soviet Union. If you recall it was 1959, 
Kruschev was in power, and he sort of deviated from 
the stand, that dogmatic Communist line. He thought 
we had to accommodate diversity; he :ntroduced the 
policies of peaceful coexistence. So this young man, he 
was six or seven years older than I was, he told me 
that Russia has abandoned socialism. So I said what 
do you mean, abandoned socialism? So he said China 
is today more progressive, more socialist-minded, and 
that’s what made me feel that he was the right target. 
And I said, well, if you think that way why don’t you 
help to right it, to correct things? 


[Du Preez) And that was a big boost for your career at 
the time? 


[Kalugen}] Absolutely. I wasn’t expected ‘0 recruit 
anyone in the first place. I was a student, sent as an 
Intelligence officer for reconnaissance to get acquainted 
with America, with the ways of life, to defend as 
many people as I could, but with an ultimate goal of 
recruitment, but not at that particular moment. 


[Du Preez] You also posed for many years as a 
journalist. Were you successful as a journalist? What 
do you think of...? 


[Kalugen, interrupting] Well, I think I was, for the very 
simple reason, well, I was picked up by the Soviet 
regime to pose as a journalist of Radio Moscow at 
the Unitred Nations. In a couple of years in New 
York, I was elected vice president of United Nations 
Correspondence Association, which is a purely Western 
setup. So apparently my reputation with my Western 
colleagues was high enough to get me elected. 
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[Du Preez] Looking back, would you rather have been 
a Spy or a journalist? 


[Kalugen] Well, in my younger days, when I did not 
know what career I would pursue, I thought of journal- 
ism as one of the potential interesting occupations, but 
then I was not efficient enough. For a man there must 
be something else, more vigorous, more maaly, and I 
felt intelligence was the right way to do things. 


(Du Preez] General, who was the most useful spy that 
the KGB ever recruited, we think of John Walker, Kim 
Philby, George Black, people like that. Who is the most 
dramatically successful KGB? 


[Kalugen] Well, from the strategic standpoint, John 
Walker was number one. Actually he was called Num- 
ber One agent. 


[Du Preez] Who was he again? Just remind us? 


[Kalugen] Well, he was a simple code clerk at the 
naval headquarters of the United States, but he provided 
the Sovicts for 18 years with strategic information un 
all the movements of the United States Navy, and in 
particular their nuclear submarines. We could read all 
the traffic be.ween Washington and bases of the United 
States Navy in the Atlantic, the Pacific, and everywhere, 
and since nuclear submarines were the most dangerous 
weapons, because they could sneak to the shores of 
Russia and fire a missile which would reac’ ‘oscow 
within seconds. To keep an eye on them, ani i. »: them 
under control was of extreme importance. Joi “’alker 
was our strategic spy. 


{Du Preez] Was the KGB at its best beiter than the CIA 
or other Western agencies? 


{Kalugen] Oh, for many years the KGB was superior, I 
mean, to any Western intelligence, including the CIA. 
But as the Soviet systen: deteriorated, I mean, weakened 
and degenerated in fact, the KGB lost, as well as the 
Soviet system, its appeal tc the public outside Russia, 
and eventually with the crisis — moral crisis — inside 
the system, the CIA managed to recruit far more moles 
inside the former Soviet Union than we did in the United 
States. I would say in the eighties, the early eighties, 
CIA was perhaps the best, unparalleled in terms of its 
successes and penetration of the Soviet Union. 


[Du Preez] Now that you're outside of this, and you 
meet with a lot of CIA people — you've met with 
General van den Berg, we'll come back to that a little 
bit later — is there a kind of a brotherhood of spies, a 
sort of camaraderie? 


[Kalugen] Yes, surprisingly, that’s a very funny thing. 
Once you look at them from a distance, they are 
your enemies, adversaries, you want to recruit them,

you want to harm them in one way or another. Once 
you meet them in person and all the ideological, 
or rather problems forgotten, you feel that they are 
great professionals. There’s a spirit of cooperation, 
cooperative spirit, you know. And for that reason I 
met indeed many retired CIA officers, including former 
CIA directors Richard Helms and Bill Colby. In fact, 
they were my guests at my home in Moscow. And 
now that I met General Hendrik van den Berg in 
Johannesburg, I was impressed. I was impressed by the 
high professionalism oi this man, as well as those I 
mentioned before. 


{Du Prcez] South Africans see General van den Berg 
maialy as a sinister figure from the past. What was your 
impression of the man? Wi.at did you talk about? 


[Kalugen] Weil, we talked at length, reminiscing about 
the old days. He told me of several cases he handled; I 
spoke about my own experience. In those days we were 
enemies, but he was a strong enemy. So was I. I mean 
we represented two different ideologies, two different 
systems. 


[Du Preez] Did you know about him...? 


[Kalugen, interrupting] Well, I knew of him. I never met 
him in person, but I thought of him as a sifister person, 
a sinister character, and the BOSS [Bureau of State 
Security], the so-called Bureau of Security Service, was 
a very powerful organization, pechaps not comparable to 
the KGB which was more powerful. But at least I found 
him as an enemy who I could respect. Now that we met 
as Civilians no longer attached to the ideologies of the 
old days, I think we felt affinity toward each other. I 
may be wrong, but I liked him, honestly, because I may 
be also denounced — and I am, in Russia — as a former 
KGB officer, but those who know me as a reformer, they 
know that I'm not that kind of a person, and they would 
agree with me. So this spirit of professionalism, sort of 
cooperation spirit, is very much alive, and I think that’s 
what we shared with Hendrik van den Berg. [passage

But local government elections are in many ways 
more involved than last year’s general election because 
of the complications of transitional authorities, the 
addition of six so-callec metropolitan councils and the 
establishment of district councils to act on behalf of 
people spread across rural areas and who have had 
limited access to government structures of any kind. 


Before the Government of National Unity was born, lo- 
cal government was fragmented with racially exclusive 
local authorities being established for the different racial 
groupings in urban areas. This election is all-important 
in balancing the scales and, while many people may 
wish 10 abstain because of the daunting nature of the 
election process, their votes will be felt very close to 
home. 


Homes — and living standards — are directly linked 
to this election. People are voting for refuse removal, 
for sanitation, for water, for electricity — for the things 
that just make living generally more pleasant. 


The change from racially based local government to 
democratic local government should, according to the 
Local Government Transition Act, take place in three 
phases. The November 1 elections will end the pre- 
interim phase which was characterised by a process to 
legitimise local government. 


The next phase, called the interim phase, will have 
current Transitional Metropolitan Councils (TMCs) and 
Transitional Local Councils (TLCs) replaced by elected 
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members who will serve for between three and five 
years, until the Interim Constitution has been revised 
into a final version. 


Transitional councils take on a different form in differ- 
ent areas and it is important for voters to know what 
structure they are electing people to. In metropolitan ar- 
eas like Johannesburg there will be two levels of local 
government, namely TMCs and Transitional Metropoli- 
tan Substructures (MSSs). Johannesburg is divided into 
four substructures. Powers and duties of local govern- 
ment will be shared between the two. 


In non-metropolitan areas there will be only one elected 
transitional co .ncil known as a transitional local council 
(TLC). Voting stations on election day will be equipped 
in such a way as to easily distinguish which authority 
you are voting for. 


Of the representatives chosen to TLCs and MSSs, 40% 
will be elected by proportional representation and will 
be party members. But parties are not restricted to 
political parties and can include any local organisation, 
body or voluntary association which has purposes 
related to local government. 


Seats will be allocated to each party according to the 
proportion of the total vote it receives, and filled in 
priority order from the last of party members proposed 
as candidates by each party. 


The other 60% of the representatives will be elected 
directly from candidates standing in each individual 
ward by voters registered in that ward. 


On election day separate ballot [word indistinct) vote. 


For TMCs, 40% of the representatives will be elected by 
proportional representation by all the voters registered 
in the metropolitan council area. Voters will vote for the 
party of their choice and seats will be allocated to each 
party according to the proportion of the total number of 
registered voters within the TMC area. Each MSS must 
have at least one appointed representative on the TMC. 


On election day a separate ballot paper — a green one 
— will be used for the TMC proportional representation 
election. 


Ward candidate ballot papers will be printed on white 
paper and will contain the name of each candidate for 
the ward in alphabetical order. If that candidate has 
chosen a distinguishing symbol, that will be printed 
against his name on that paper. 


Ballot papers for proportional representation election for 
a TLC or MSS will be printed on yellow paper and the 
names of each party —- in an order determined by a 
draw — with their distinguishing symbols will appear 
on it. 
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Ballot papers for a proportional representation election 
for a TMC are in the same format, but printed in green. 


On election day in Gauteng, November 1, voting 
Stations will be open from 7am until 10pm. 


Inside the voting station voters identity documents will 
be checked, as well as their names on the voters roll 
for that voting station. The election official will issue 
the voter with two ballot papers: a white one for the 
ward candidate and a yellow one for the proportional 
representation vote. 


Before handing over the papers, the official will write 
the voter’s roll serial number on the ballot paper 
counterfoil, place the official mark on the back of the 
paper, fold each paper lengthwise and breadthways so 
that the mark is showing, unfold the paper and then 
show the voter how it must be folded along those line 
before he or she leaves the voting compartment. 


The voter enters the voting compartment, makes his 
selection and marks it with a cross. Each ballot paper is 
then folded separately with the vote hidden inside and 
the official mark showing outside. 


Leaving the compartment, the voter shows the mark to 
the official monitoring the ballot box and places the 
folded paper in the box. Unless the voter is registered 
in a ward where TMC voting is being conducted, he or 
she then leaves the voting station. 


In voting stations where an election for a TMC is 
also taking place, instead of leaving, the voter will be 
directed to a separate area. The same procedure takes 
place again, this time with a green ballot paper. After 
placing this ballot paper in the ballot box, the voter 
leaves the station. 


Unlike the national election, there will be no monitors 
from an independent group watching over the voting 
Station to see that all proceeds in a legitimate way. 


However, the voting process will be protected in a 
number of different ways. Party agents and candidates 
who can challenge the eligibility of any voter to vote 
will be present. The possibility of people voting twice 
will be ruled out by the marking through of their name 
on the voters’ roll. 


All election officials, candidates, party workers and 
security staff will be sworn to secrecy before they enter 
the voting station and there will be legal A?nalties for 
attempting to influence or force anyone to vote in a 
particular way. 


The result of the election may also be challenged in 
court afterwards. 
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At the close of voting, each voting stations’s ballot 
boxes will be sealed and the election material will 
be checked, reconciled and packed for delivery to the 
designated counting centre. 


When the boxes arrive at the counting centre, the 
returning officer, assisted by counting officers, checks 
the returns of the presiding officer to make sure that 
all ballot papers and other material used at the voting 
station has been accounted for before the ballot papers 
are accepted for counting. 


Counting starts only once all the election material 
from all voting stations in the transitional authority 
area have been received. Each type of ballot paper is 
counted separately for each individual voting station. 
The counting for a TMC is separate from that for MSSs. 


Counting officers will open the sealed ballot boxes 
and firstly separate the ballot papers according to their 
colours. 


They will then check that the number of papers returned 
from each station is correct and put aside those ballot 
papers that do not carry the official mark. Papers where 
it is not clear which candidate or party was voted for 
will also be put on this pile. 


Candidates and their agents or political party agents 
will be present during the count and can challenge the 
acceptance or rejection of any ballot paper. 


The votes accepted are then counted. For the ward 
elections the total votes for each candidate are counted. 
The candidate with the highest number of votes in the 
ward is elected. 


For the proportional representation elec?ust receive to 
have a candidate on its party list elected and allocates 
seats to parties on the basis of this formula. 


After all this has been done, the returning officer 
completes a declaration of results form. 


Results are expected to come dribbling in from midnight 
November 1 and election officials think the final results 
may be available within 24 hours after close of voting 
Stations.

{[FBIS Translated Text] A lot has been said over the 
past few weeks about Parliament and how it operates, 
and much criticism was leveled against it, but what 
does the ANC itself think about the matter? Reverend 
Arnold Stofile, ANC chief whip in Parliament, at a 
news conference in Johannesburg last week gave. an 
evaluation of the ANC’s first year and a half in 
Parliament. 


"May 1994 was a historic month for South Africa in 
general and for the ANC in particular. While the rest of 
the country was rejoicing in the new democracy, mem- 
bers of Parliament were eagerly preparing themselves 
for the gigantic task of making laws to transform the 
desires of the suppressed into reality," Rev. Stofile said. 


"Most of us had no prior preparation for our new tasks. 
We were thrown into the ocean without a ruder. Our 
only tools were the ANC’s policy and our intention 
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to improve the lives of our people. The bureaucracy 
we inherited was unsuited in many respects to the new 
dispensation. 


"The parliamentary staff did not always know how to 
act toward us. Likewise, it was not always clear to us 
what sort of relationship had to exist between us and 
the staff. 


"We also could not get service from the relevant office 
when we needed it. The service itself was totally 
inadequate. 


"Perhaps even more serious was that we were not 
psychologically prepared for the new situation. Most 
of us had been in exile, in jail, or in some creation 
of the apartheid system. Suddenly we were confronted 
with the responsibility of having to keep two or even 
three houses. There were no counseling services. All 
this exacerbated the unfriendliness of the parliamentary 
institution. 


"Despite all this, we started as quickly as possible to 
work to the best of our ability. We soon learned to work 
with those we had been at war with. 


"The many parliamentary committees were determined 
not to be mere rubber stamps for the government. We 
also opened up committees for the media, and we 
had to consult with many interested parties regarding 
legislation. 


"It was an inclusive process that took a lot of time. It 
was necessary, however, if we wanted to stick to our 
promise of openness and participatory democracy. 


"We had to take the smaller parties along without 
allowing them to veto our programs. This meant that 
we had to allow them debating time, which, according 
to ratios, belonged to us. 


"Some issues we had to negotiate with the smaller 
parties to avoid protracted arguments and conflicts. 
Because of this we had to sacrifice time with our 
families. Some marriages were jeopardized. 


"But taking everything into consideration, it helped us 
to develop a working machine. The staff also realized 
that we were not, after all, that bad. 


"We can’t claim that everything went off smoothly. 
Party politics did not help much. Some parties used 
certain media to create a false impression of Parliament 
and the ANC. This has grown worse as local elections 
approach. Everything possible is being done to portray 
the ANC as ineffective and untrustworthy. This damages 
the legitimacy of Parliament. 


"MP’s had the added problem of unacceptably shabby 
support services. The available sources are insignificant. 
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MP’s from other countries cannot believe what they see 
when they come to Cape Town. — 


"We started too many committees. This created clashes 
when MP’s were expected to be at two meetings at 
the same time. Some committees also met while the 
National Assembly was in session. It led to quorum 
problems. The situation was saved by prescribing which 
committees could meet when. 


"For Parliament to have work, government departments 
must produce sufficient legislation. Unfortunately, leg- 
islation was not available before the end of the session. 
This must change. Departments must learn to meet dead- 
lines. Only in this way will we be able to plan ahead 
for the year. 


"Did we succeed in passing legislation that will change 
society? I believe we have. 


"At times we had to use our numbers to stop the 
opposition from extending apartheid systems for a year. 
We believe our 62 percent majority should not be 
neutralize [words indistinct] form of democracy. 


"Our first one and a half years in Parliament has not 
been chaotic or bad," Rev. Stofile concluded. 


Mbeki Says ANC Committed To Broadcast 
Freedom

Inquiries 
by the party on Friday [22 September] could not reveal 
whether the licence had been granted to the ANC or 
to another ANC-aligned organisation. Deputy President 
Thabo Mbeki’s speech at the station’s opening on Friday 
had confirmed Radio Freedom’s strong loyalty to the 
ANC, van Schalkwyk said. 


It was prohibited in terms of the law to grant a 
broadcasting licence to political parties. “In the case of 
Radio Freedom, which was the ANC’s radio station for 
decades, it is clearly one of the preceding cases which 
should not come into consideration for a radio licence," 
he said.

Sibiya said in his resignation letter the battle in South 
Africa was no longer about Press freedom and freedom 
of expression, but rather media diversity and ownership. 
"This, in a nutshell, means black and white editors will 
forever be in conflict with each other," he said. "Some 
of my white colleagues have taken a fixed position on 
this. They are a source of embarrassment to me as their 
chairman, even though they do not speak on behalf 
of the COE, but in their capacities as editors of their 
various publications." As he strongly believed in media 
diversity and ownership, he could no longer continue as 
chairman and a member of the COE.

The plans were to be detailed to Afbank shareholders 
at a meeting yesterday. "Whoever has a plan will have 
to talk to us," Hlongwane said. "NAFCOC represents 
a broader base of shareholders. We want to keep this 
bank in the hands of black people. The shots will be 
called by us, that’s for sure." 


But KPMG [expansion unknown] partner John Louw, 
Afbank’s curator, warned that the chamber’s claims 
could scupper Afbank’s rehabilitation . 


At least ten potential Afbank rescuers are due to 
table their proposals to KPMG by Friday. "I’m calling 
the shots," Louw said. "This has nothing to do with 
NAFCOC. I don’t recall NAFCOC being on the list of 
shareholders." 


Christo Weise, the Registrar of Banks, said KPMG was 
in charge of Afbank under the terms of the Banks Act. 
Afbank went into curatorship earlier this month, hit by 
bad debts and poor management. 


NAIL, which holds an effective 41 percent stake in Af- 
bank, has already announced a R1 billion recapitalisa- 
tion for Afbank and plans to draft in expertise from 
American investment house Donaldson, Lufkin and Jen- 
rette.

mil mmission, you could follow closely the 


efforts in the search for a solution to the conflict which 
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erupted after the Angolan elections in 1992. Much of 
what was achieved in Lusaka was also thanks to the 
valuable contribution made by Portugal and by its prime 
minister. 

This is not the only reason I am here. I w.nted to 
brief the prime minister on some of the aspects of 
the evolution of the pacification process in Angola. 
It was with great interest that I learned that you are 
well informed, and as I said, we think that Portugal 
will continue to play an important role not only in this 
peace process, but also in the next phase of national 
reconstruction. 


Portugal’s presence at the donors’ conference in Geneva 
{as heard] is a sign of this political will to be always 
at the side of Angola, and of wanting to be involved 
as a partner in the major task of Angolan national 
reconstruction and development. 


We discussed a number of problems connected with 
bilateral cooperation. The ministers who came with 
me met their Portuguese counterparts. They discussed 
issues which in our view are urgent. Another reason 
for coming here — knowing that shortly there will be 
a new government in Portugal, as the final leg of the 
election campaign approaches — we would like some 
of the issues that have been under discussion for some 
time, to be completed during the current mandate in 
order to avoid wasting time, which would be normal as 
a result of the swearing in of a new government, new 
members of government having to be briefed about the 
issues, etc. 


The situation in Angola is changing every day. There 
is a very dynamic process, as you know. There are 
very serious problems affecting the people, so we want 
decisions to be made promptly.

[White] Another major controversy in your amendments 
is making Zambia a Christian state. Now, as I under- 
stand it, even some church leaders are opposed to that? 


[Chiluba] They are not, fortunately, for us. For me, 
I want to trace democracy to the Christian principles 
of equality of the individual person. If we are equal 
before God, Christ for us is the true expression, the true 
expressed image of God, who has made us all equal. 
Therefore, to declare this country a Christian nation is in 
fact a declaration and affirmation that in this country we 
will express and do things according to the morals and 
morality that God places on us. In other words, let us be 
equal before the law, before God, and be tolerant. Place 
this thing on love. Be tolerant as Christ was tolerant 
even unto death. So, that is the best thing that would 
have ever happened to this country. 


[White] Yet it doesn’t seem very tolerant of you to 
push through something because of your Christian belief 
when even other Christians don’t like what you are 
doing? 


{Chiluba] Which other Christians? I am in Zambia, Sir. 
You are speaking from England, and I am telling you 
about what our people are saying. 
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[White] I understand that some church leaders have 
already condemned what you are trying to do? 


{Chiluba] There is not a single church because we could 
have heard, that is what I mean. I am in Lusaka. There 
is not a single church that has condemned it. When it 
was first done, because of the way it was done, certain 
churches and the Catholic included, questioned it. But 
on explanation, they wrote a letter affirming that we 
accept. Why? Because we say it is Christian country 
tolerant of all other religions. 


[White] Now, your critics are saying that you have been 
making some other fundamental mistakes of late, one of 
which was to open up these bunkers and passages under 
State House and claim that they were Kaunda’s torture 
chambers. Do you accept that you might have made a 
bad mistake by revealing secrets like these? 


[Chiluba] Not one single mistake at all. I don’t believe 
that the tunnels that Ceausescu built in Romania were a 
State secret. They were intended for one man. There 
are tremendous parallels between Ceausescu and Dr. 
Kaunda. These tunnels were not made for state security. 
If they were, the men responsible for state security 
would have known them, but they didn’t. 


[White] Weren’t they intended for the protection of the 
South African liberation movement? 


[Chiluba] No, no. That is a good cover up. If they were, 
who could have built them? The government should 
have built them. No, it is not my fault. If anybody 
did wrong, it should be he himself, because he never 
declared them as state secret. 


[White] You know, in fact, who did that — built them 
and financed them? 


[Chiluba] Yes, we know who did the building. It was 
a Yugoslav company. We are sure that the mining 
companies were made to pay for this. 


[White] Are these the copper mining companies? 
[Chiluba] Yes, no wonder they are going down. 


[White] Some people looking at Zambia think that the 
quarrel between you and Kaunda is getting completely 
out of hand and rather dangerous for the country. Do 
you think that it is getting a bit dangerous, your quarrel? 


[Chiluba] Well, that really....{pauses] Most of the things 
that are being said....[pauses] You see, the quarrel didn’t 
start yesterday. The quarrel started way back in 1981. 
For people who have been following this, Dr. Kaunda, 
I believe, has learned a lot about the then-Communist 
tactics to castigate, to ostracize whoever attacked him. 
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[White] Isn’t it time to put this quarrel behind; other- 
wise, Zambia might fall apart, disintegrate? 


{Chiluba] Of course, as for me, I am ready to put it 
behind, because, in fact, I am not trying to quarrel with 
him as an individual person. Whenever I campaign, | 
put forward the issues that the country requires. My 
campaign is based on issues, not on individual people. 
Whatever we are doing in the Constitution, etc., cannot 
be based on individual people. It must be based on 
principles and issues and that is about all. 


[White] Mr. President, an awful lot of mud is flying. A 
lot of it is being thrown at you. You are being accused 
of not being a Zambian yourself, of being an adulterer 
(words indistinct]. Where is it all going to end? 
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(Chiluba] But that is the politics they know, and I am not 
doing the same to them. That is the difference. Whereas 
they insult me, I don’t. I speak about issues. You can’t 
stop people who are contaminated. But that is all they 
know about politics. As I said, they started in 1981. But, 
you know, for a Zambian.... [pauses] To be an African 
Zambian, you have to have a village. You know, that is 
how we identify. So, the villages for me are known, and 
he knows that they are there. He hasn’t got any here. 
So, that is the major difference. I have my villages. I 
have to go back. I can trace my roots. They are there 
and he knows them. But we can’t see any of his villages 
because we truly know that he has none. [end recording]

Troop Disengagement Reportedly Not Effective

of troops by Liberia’s warring factions yesterday [26 
September]. The implementation of the peace process 
in this country is already lagging behind the timetable 
agreed upon on 19 August among the rival factions, par- 
ticularly from the military standpoint. Under the terms 
of the interfaction accord signed in Abuja, Nigeria, with 
a view to putting an end to the six-year-old civil war, all 
combatants were expected to have disengaged before 26 
September to enable the deployment upcountry of the 
African peacekeeping force and international observers, 
beginning 2 October. 


To date, only two of the factions that signed the 
accord — the Liberian Armed Forces [AFL] and the 
Krahn faction of the United Liberation Movement for 
Democracy in Liberia [ULIMO-J] — have announced 
that they have dismantled some of their checkpoints. 
The minister of defense confirmed on 25 September that 
the AFL has dismantled all its checkpoints on the road 
linking Monrovia to Buchanan, 90 km southeast of the 
capital. 


General Roosevelt Johnson, the former ULIMO-J 
leader, said his combatants have withdrawn from their 
positions at Bong Mines, 175 km north of Monrovia; 
Kakata, 55 km northeast; and Tubmanburg, 60 km 
north of capital. However, his troops still refuse to 
withdraw from the Lofa Bridge where, according to 
UN observers, sporadic clashes continue to take place 
between the Krahn and Mandingo factions of ULIMO.

[Chambas] Well, not in my pocket but there has been 
commitment at the places that we’ve been so far and 
we are sure that at this conference... [pauses] this is the 
conference where people will talk concretely numbers 
and things that they will provide. 


{Harper} What do you need? I mean, how much money 
are you looking for and what are you going to spend it 
on? 


[Chambas] The total ballpark figure is around 150 
million. That will take care of the necessary security 
provisions that have to be made, the sealing up of 
the borders of Liberia, mounting of road blocks in the 
country, the encampment, and demobilization process. 
Those who are school going age, you'll enable them to 
go back to school as you know that Liberia has had a 
problem of child soldiers and many of them need to be 
helped to go back to school and to find other avenues 
of existence. 


[Harper] But isn’t this too a bit of a fantasy, I mean, 
do you really expect to even be able to get half of that 
figure of 150 million? Just today the UN World Food 
Program in Liberia has said it’s not going to distribute 
rice to people any more and it says quite simply Liberia 
should be able to grow its own rice. 


[Chambas] Well, Liberia will be able to grow its own 
rice but first of all it has to be helped during this 
transitional period to get back on its feet and, you know, 
we will have to put a more permanent government 
in place, and I think that there is a job to be done 
within this one-year transitional period and if that it 
done successfully then Liberia will be put in a position 
where it can start to grow its own food. 


[Harper] But, I mean, the donors can’t really have very 
much confidence in Liberia. Even though it has now 
entered the transitional period, there is very serious 
delays with the demobilization of troops etcetera. So, 
how can you really expect them to give you any money 
at all? 
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{Chambas]} No, no, there has not been delays. There’s 
an understandable skepticism. Many agreements in the 
past have not worked. This agreement is different. 
For the first time we have all the key players — the 
warring faction leaders themselves — involved and 
taking responsibility. They are sitting on the council 
and we can hold them, you know, accountable and also 
so far the cease-fire which has been assigned is working 
and there is only one particular area where there 
is skirmishes between ULIMO-K [United Liberation 
Movement for Democracy in Liberia] and ULIMO- 
J; we know what that is about, it’s not about power 
or anything, it’s just locational, relating to diamonds 
and really these two organizations have to get serious.

Government Ignores Ruling by High Court

Today, Mr. Kado stated that the military government 
has appealed against the decision by the Lagos Federal 
Court of Appeal to grant bail to the opposition leader. 
He also reaffirmed as he did during the previous 
sitting, that according to the decrees promulgated by the 
military government in 1994 and according to which no 
court can overrule its decision, the Lagos High Court of 
Appeal had no competence to deliberate on this case. 


According to his close associates and the Nigerian press, 
Dr. Ransome-Kuti was said to have been sentenced 
to life imprisonment by the special military tribunal 
appointed to judge the 43 civilian and soldiers accused 
of being involved in the March abortive coup. 
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Council Meets on Constitution Recommendations

in an ambush between Moyoli Junction and Serabu 
town. Moyoli Junction is about three miles from Serabu. 
Two of the commandos, I understand, are, well, people 
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that come from the Kailahun District. They gave the 
names of Joseph Sandy, who was commonly called 
Soke. They other one is Festus Kemo Braima. They 
call him Kewo. I mean these were reported to have 
the power of appearing and disappearing in time of 
battle. The government troops on the other hand again, 
we understand, were on the hunt for two other rebel 
commandos and these are Kailondo and Colonel Hero. 
They were at this search when over 500 rebels just 
emerged apparently from Matrujun in the Bong District 
and surrounded the town of Serabu itself where they 
opened fire indiscriminately. 


[Ahmed] And are the government soldiers fighting back 
or what exactly are they doing? 


(McGall] Well, yesterday I saw them all come to Bo 
and up to the moment I am talking to you, I don’t think 
there is any military presence in and around Serabu and 
the other captured towns. 


[Ahmed] Are they fleeing then? 


(McGall] Well, it appeared like that yesterday ‘ut as 
I am talking to you I think there are now preparations 
going on for them to go on another offensive because 
I spoke with the military high command here today 
and that was the type of impression given me. [end
